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Remarks 



In the present Application, originally-submitted Claims 1-22 remain pending. 
Claims 23-36 have been withdrawn by a previous Response. In this Response, Claims 
1-5 and 18-22 have been cancelled, Claims 6-10, 13 and 17 have been amended, and 
Claim 37 is newly-submitted. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner has objected to the drawings under 37 CFR §§ 
1.83-1.84. In response, Applicant hereby submits proposed corrected drawings. 
Removal of the drawing objections are respectfully requested. 

Also in the Office Action, the Examiner has objected to Independent Claim 1 due 
to a typographical error. As mentioned above, Claim 1 has been cancelled. Thus, 
Applicant asserts that this objection is moot, and respectfully requests the objection be 
removed. 

Further, in the Office Action, the Examiner has rejected Claims 17-22 under 35 
U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out 
and distinctly claim the subject matter which Applicant regards as the invention. 
Applicants submits that the amendments to Claim 17 alleviates the rejection, and 
respectfully requests this rejection be removed. As Claims 18-22 have been cancelled, 
Applicant asserts that this objection is moot, and respectfully requests the rejection be 
removed. 

Finally in the Office Action, Claims 1-3 and 6-8 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(b) as being anticipated by Benkoe, U.S. Patent No. 3,022,779; and Claims 1-4, 6 
and 9 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) as being anticipated by the Sheridan XTS 
Owner's Manual. Again, Claims 1-4 have been cancelled. Thus, Applicant asserts that 
this rejection is moot, and respectfully requests the rejection be removed. 

Concerning the allowable subject matter, Applicant has rewritten Claim 5 (into 
New Claim 37) to include all of the limitations of the base Claim and any intervening 
Claims. Moreover, Applicant has amended the dependency of Claims 10-16, making 
them dependent upon New Claim 37. Further, Claims 6-9, which were rejected under 
Benkoe and Sheridan, have also been amended to be dependent upon New Claim 37. 
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Based on the foregoing Amendments and Remarks, the present Application is 
considered to be in condition for allowance. Such action on the part of the Examiner is 
respectfully requested. If the Examiner feels a telephonic conference would expedite 
the allowance of the present Application, it is suggested the Examiner contact the 
undersigned Attorney.
